The Bazaine Court Martial. 


Paris, Oct. 30.—In the Bazaine 
trial to-day Mr. Flahaut, a messenger, 
restified that under fear of capture by 
ithe enemy he swallowed a dispatch 
which he was carrying from Thien- 
ville to Metz.

An Important Meeting of Cotton 
Manufacturing Corporations—eA 
Reduction of the Working ‘Time 
Agreed On. 

FaLL RIverR, MAss., Oct. 30.—A 
meeting of representatives from dif- 
ferent cotton manufacturing corpora- 
tions in this city was held at the 
Board of Trade rooms last evening 
for the purpose of considering the 
question of reducing working time 
in the mills. The various milis were 
represented, After hearing reports 
from different establishments and 
discussion on the subject, it was voted 
that on and after Tuesday, November 
4th, to run mills on half time four 
days of each week and eight hours a 
day. All the mills, thirty-nine in 
number, came into this arran 
ment, opaees Merchance and Border 
City, which have contracts for tine 
month of November, and the Robe- 
son and Fall River Print Works 
Mills. These mills employ fourteen 
thousand operatives and when in full 
operation their monthly pay rolls 
amount to about $450,000,

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—The failure 
of Hoyt, Sprague & Co. caused a 
heavy decline in values on stock ex- 
change, and a depression outside. 
The restoration of confidence previ- 
ously going on has received a check 
by this event, which can only be 
looked upon as a public calamity. In 
the present condition of affairs the 
failure of the bank of England direec- 
tors to advance their rate of discount 
to-day caused a decline here in both 
gold and foreign exchange. There is 
no change in the monetary situation; 
call loans still being done at 7 per 
cent. to 1-32. The associated banks 
to-day gained $732,000 legal tenders. 

There is fair activity in railroad 
bonds at low prices. The stock

She Pennsylvania of 
Wm. FE. Britton against Benj. 
F. Butler to recover $15,000, the 


amount of two drafts seized by Gen. 
Butler in 1862 while he was military 
Governor of New Orleans came up 
for hearing before Judge Woodruffin 
the United States Circuit Court to- 
day. Butler was present, and ad- 
vised the United States Attorney who 
defends the action on behalf of the 
Government. The counsel for Mr. 
Britton stated that in 1862 a man 
bearing two drafts drawn by the firm 
of which Butler was partner, doing 
business in Nachez, Miss., was arrest- 
ed while attempting to cross from the 
rebel lines into N. O. The drafts 
were then valueless, but Gen. Butler 
compelled Mills, Judson & Co., who 
were agents in New Orleans for Brit- 
ton & Co., to endorse them, and then 
got them cashed. He claims that 
Britton was not an enemy of the Uni- 
ted States, and that his property could 
not, therefore, be confiscated by an 
agent of the Government. The case 
is still on trial. 

A dispateh from Pittsburg, Pa., 
says the blast furnaces of Moreand & 
Co., on the Monongahela river, have 
suspended. It is said the suspension 
foreshadows the closing up of the re- 
mainder of such furnaces in this city 
and Mahoningand Shenango Valleys. 
There arefeight of these furnaces, em- 
ploying about 10,000 men.

show that there are _ children 
whose parents would gladly have 
sent them to sabbath schools if 


clothing to hide their nakedness, who 
live under the sound of every church 
bell in the city, have never entered a 
church or been solicited to do so, we 
of course do not mean to reflect — 
the christian duties of any one. We 
shall confine ourself strictly to facts. 
We do this in theinterests and for the 
benefit of the destitute and the starv- 
ing of the city of Raleigh, with a hope 
that we may be the means of inaugu- 
rating some plan for the relief of such 
if they are to be found in the city. 

Within a month Raleigh has gen- 
erously contributed one thousand one 
hundred and seventy-nine dollars to 
the destitute of Shreveport and Mem- 

his, a fact that redounds to the last- 

ng creditof ourcitizens. Itisshown 
by this truly commendable conduct 
that theySare ready and willing to 
lend a helping hand to the destitute 
and needy, and they will not refuse 
to supply the destitute of our city 
when cailed upon. 

This, however, is a digression from 
our subject, as our proposition is to 
show that there is necessity for the 
organization of a home relief commit- 
tee at once. 

Winters’ Row, a locality that has 
become famous by its frequent men- 
tion in the police articles of the local 
columns of the News, is on Martin 
street, extending east from E street, 
and situated in the Eastern Ward. 
It is commonly Known as the “Five 
Points” of Raleigh,and is very proper- 
ly so termed. In Judson’s (or Ned 
Buntline’s) Mysteries and Miseries of 
New York City, some terrible scenes 
of the famous Five Points are painted 
in glowing colors, the worst of which 
would sink into utter insignificance 
compared with what we have seen 
enacted on Winters’ Row. We will 
not attempt even a brief history of 
this delectable locality, or portray any 
of the scenes that make it famous; 
decency forbids. Suftice it to say, that 
such is the odium of Winters’ Row, 
that house or shelter room is cheap 
wud henee many of the poor find 
jodgings here ata price commensurate 
with their scanty means. 

We visited each and every one of 
the hovels on the Row, but will only 
refer to the occupants of one or two 
in this issue. A gentle tap atthe door 
admitted us to a small, dingy, dirty, 
cold and cheerless room, where we 
found three white women and two 
sinall girl children. The furniture of 
the room consisted of a small broken 
pine table propped against the wall, 
one broken chair and two small boxes 
that served for seats, and a beadstead, 
upon which one of the women Was 
lying quitesic). The bed was made of 
straw confined in a tick which we sup- 

se was at onetime white, but now 
the color of an ash bank; the only 
covering on this bed (there was no 
sheets or pillows) would not be used 
by Wynne, Yancey & Co. for a com- 
mon dray horse. From its appearance 
we supposed it to have been a dis- 
earded, worn out horse blanket. The 
two women out of bed, were hover- 
ing over a few coals in the fire-place, 
which were fast going out and was 
the last of an old ash barrel which 
they had converted into fire wood. 
They oftered usa seat, but our atten- 
tion was directed to the sick woman, 
who seemed to be suftering almost 
death’s agonies, and we proceeded to 
question her as to the nature of her 
ills, &c. In reply to our question if 
she had sent for a Ss, one of 
the women said they had, and a pre- 
scription had been left, but there was 
not a cent in the house to buy it with. 
Not only this, but there was nota 
piece of wood on the premises, a dust 
of meal or a mouthful of anything to 
eat for themselves or the children, 
and they knew not where to get it. 
From a further interview with these 
women we learned that it was their 
custom generally to take in washing, 
and getting only asmallamount to do, 
realized just enough to supply their 
most pressing wants, or enough barely 


to escape starvation. That now, 
this sister being seriously ill, they 
were compelled to be with her, 


and cut off from work one day by 
sickness brought all to actual want. 
Captain King, of the city police, our 
guide, gave the woman a sum suffi- 
cient to buy the medicine and enough 
mwneal for supper and breakfast, and 
we on to another apartment 
more cheerless in every aspect, if pos- 
sible, than the one we had just left. 
The occupants of this apartment were 
three in number—an aged man, his 
wife and a deformed, idiot daughter, 
aged about 25 years. Notwithstand- 
ing the cold wind that was blowing 
at the time, which chilled us through 
with a heavy overcoat on, there was 
not a spark of fire in the room and 
the clothing of the three, which was 
all they had, would not have kept 
one person comfortable. The old 
woman was just in the act of leaving 
the room, as we entered, with a fry- 
ing pan in her hand, on which was a 
meal hoe-cake about the size of an or- 
dinary buscuit, which she was taking 
to a neighbor's to find fire to cook it 
for the supper. Weremarked 
to her that it was alight meal for 
three, when she replied that she had 
to scrape the tray to get that much. 
We found the old lady quite conmmu- 
nicative and willingly granted us an 


interview. In answer to our ques- 
tions if she had been visi by 
any Relief Committees, or had 


received aid from any _ source, 


she replied that during the severe

We cer- 
tainly cant see what will become of 
them this winter. The first cold 
night of the season caught them in a 
cold, open room, without food, rai- 
ment or fuel, and in this starving 
condition to face the hardest times 
ever known in our city with, in all 
probability, a very severe winter. 
We mention these two cases only, 
on Winters’ Row, and from what we 
saw the same could be said of the fif- 
teen other apartmentsor houses in this 
section. There are other points in 
the city equally as poverty stricken 
as Winters’ Row,all of which we pro- 
pose to visit both in the day and night 
season, amd our readers shall know a 
part of the miseries of the Metropoli- 
tan City—‘‘Smoky Hollow,” ‘“‘Hay- 
Hualf-Acre,” ‘South 
Hayti,” ‘“‘Hungry Neck, 
Bottom,”’ ‘‘New Raleigh,” and other 
points of interest that will furnish 
many items to prove that we havea 
good reason for dispensing some 
of our charities at home.

Mr. Epiror: You are right in ur ¢- 
ing the churches to take care of the 
poor of Raleigh. There is already, 
not one relief society only, but each 
church in this city is a relief society. 
Thechurches have collected into their 
folds not only the rich, but some, if 
not all have gone out in the highways 
and hedges and gathered in many of 
the poor also, as the word of God 
plainly enjoins us to do. 

Some of the churches have all they 
can well do in relieving their own 
members. This they do by frequent 

ublic collections for the purpose; and 
veside this, good Baptists, Presbyte- 
rian. Methodists, piscopalians, and 
others, contribute each winter as the 
feel able, to the general need,through 
the Young Mens’ Christian Associa- 
tion. I think all the good members 
of the different churches are ready to 
do what they can, when their atten- 
tion is properly called to the pressing 
necessities of the poor. in your arti- 
cles you are doing this good work. 

But is it right to expect that our 
Church members shall contribute all 
the funds needed? Many of the star- 
ving of Raleigh will steal this winter 
rather than starve; ana much grace 
would be required for them to do 
otherwise. 

Some, if not.many of ourgood and 
wealthy citizens sre not members of 
any Church, Itis to their personai 
interest that the poor shall have 
work, that they may not starve or 
steal. 

It is the business of the city to pro- 
Vide against starvation, and conse- 
quently theft and other crimes. 

Cannot the city do something in its 
corporate capacity? It certainly has 
a corporate interest to protect, and 
each citizen whetl.era member oi a 
Church or not, is a part of this cor- 
porate interest. Let eaah citizen 
then, re the property-hoicers, 
be urged to his duty in this impor- 
tant work, and let our noble city as 
a city, do for our own suffering what 
she is so ready to do for Shreveport 
and Memphis. .

DEAR Sir :—In the report of the 

proceedings of the »:.ockholders of 
tue Raleigh & Gaston Railroad Com- 
pany, contained in your paper of 
August 23d, Dr. Hawkins stated that

I 
was not present when the stateinent 
was made and did not hear the re- 
marks made by Dr. Hawkins and 
Maj. Grice, nor did I hear of them 
until after the meeting adjourned, 
but as I took part in the preceding 
discussion it may be supposed by 
some that I was present and admit- 
ted the correctness of the statement 
as to myself. I did authorise my 
friend, S. P. Arrington, to sell my 
stock and the stock of those for whom 
I acted, and stated that I was willing 
to take 55, and that if I could not get 
that, I would unite with other stock- 
holders in a suit to prevent the 
mortgage, Which I then believed in- 
— tothe interest of the stock- 
1olders. Upon its being suggested 
that I might get otherstock and still 
oppose the mortgage, I stated that if 
the stock which 1 represented was 
sold, | would have nothing further 
to do with if. 

I never thought of presuming to 
advise others to acquiesce, and signed 
no such paper, and if it was signed 
by any one else for me, it was done 
under some mistake or misapprehen-e 
sion. Dr. Hawkins stated that Maj. 
Grice had the paper containing the 
proposition, and [ wrote to him to 
He replied that it had 
been mislaid, but that h. would send 
acopy as soon as he could find it. 
Isaw the Major at the Fair, and he 
informed me that he had been unable 
tolay his hand upon it—hence the 
deiay in this statement, the publica- 
tion of which I think due to mysel?. 
As a private stockhoider I had a 
— to offer my stock at any price I 
might choose, but I haveseen no day 
when I would sell my stock at any 
price without giving the friends 
whose stock I represented, and who 
acted under my counsel, the benefit 
of any information that I might pos- 
sess, and the opportunity of disposing 
of their stock upon the same terms, 
if they should desire so to do. This 
statement is due to them.

THE LADIFs’ RELIEF SOCIETY.— 
The following communication ex- 
plains itseif without comment at our 
hands: 

‘** Messrs. EpITORS,—In a commu- 
nication ‘Tuesday morning from your 
local editor hesaysthat ‘‘thereis more 
starvation in Raleigh than our 
preachers dream of in foreign climes.”’ 
Now, Messrs. Editors, this is a slur 
on our preachers at any rate. Some 
of them, we happen to know, do a 

reat deal more for the poor of Ra- 
eigh than dream; but as we have 
stated once or twice before, the cit 
is divided into wards, and lady-of- 
ficers from at least one church visit 
the poor in said wards once a month, 
sometinivs once a fortnight, supply 
them with work and relieve their 
needs and sufferings as far as their 
inadequate means will allow ; for, as 
stated before, Messrs. Editors, the 
scanty funds of one church in this 
city certainly cannot be considered 
suilicient to supply the necessities of 
the poor of all denominations; espe- 
cially as that church cannot compare 
with ether denominations in the 
numbers of its poor. But notwith- 
standing this, not one of the benefi- 
ciaries of the Relief Socfety is ever 
asked to what denomination she be- 
longs, before she is relieved or su 
lied with work. A very few indeed 
long to the church with the Relief 
Society, and large numbers to other 
denominations. 

If the community generally, at 
least all those who feel dis as 
your local Editor to relieve the needy, 
or find fault with preachers in so 
general a way, wouldsend in orders 
to the Relief Society, or contribute to 
ite funds, they would soon find no 
distress among the poor. 

A supply of work is far the best 
and surest mode of aiding the poor. 

It (if abundant) supplies all their 
needs, makes them self-reliant and in- 
dependent. Bread earned by ones own 
honest labor is the sweetest that can 
ve eaten. And besides this, the mo- 
rality of these people is elevated by 
honest industry. There is noth- 
ing then like squalid poverty, which 
un fits the mind for love’ and depen- 
dence upon divine Providence, or de- 
bases it to ‘‘steal, and take the name 
of Godin vain.” | M. M. 


DEATH OF A Goop Man.—John 
T. Williams, Esq., of Warren county, 
died a few days ugo at his residence, 
near Ridgeway, after a painful illness 
of a week or ten days. In his death 
Warren county loses one of its bright- 
est ornaments and the State one of 
her best citizens.
